I  Appeal  to  the  Nation  for  Their  T’tmost  Efforts,  v,ar 
Minister  HATA  says. 

(^YOTO,  Telephone)  Vrar  Minister  FATA  left  Tokyo  by  the 
"TSHBANE"  train  at  9  A.M.  of  the  31st,  with  a  view  to  worship 
T'NEBI  Imperial  Mausoleum  and  XASri’;,ARA  S'  rine  and  then  to 
inspect  the  various  Army  units  in  OSAKA  and  HIROSHIMA.  He 
talked  in  the  train  to  the  effect  +hat  he  asks  the  people  to 
increase  their  efforts  for  carrying  out  the  constructive 
achievement  of  Iona  duration  in  this  very  fourth  year  of  the 
Incident  that  accidentally  happens  to  fall  on  the  ?600  year 
since  the  foundation  of  the  State. 

"I  beg  to  express  my  heartfelt  congratulations  that  at 
last  the  new  Central  Government  became  established  in  China 
yesterdev,  the  30th.  I  very  earnestly  hope  that  it  will 
witness  a  sound  development  in  the  future  end  promote  the 
general  welfare  of  the  whole  nation  at  ''omo  as  well  as  in¬ 
tensify  its  friendly  relations  with  the  foreign  nations,  so 
that  it  may  really  play  +he  role  of  contributing  to  the 
stabilization  of  Fast  Asia.  This  recu^res  first  of  all  that 
we  should  attempt,  to  arranae  and  improve  the  internal 
structure  so  as  to  bring  the  Japanese  Ynpire  hrreself  to  a 
powerful  position. 

•'Our  national  power  is  richlv  endowed  with  the  real  a- 
bility  capable  of  the  accomplishment  of  an  un^rccendented  and 
phenomenal  gigantic  task  and  tre  establishment  of  the  New 
Order  in  Fast  Asia,  wMlo  upholding  this  New  Government  in 
China.  Moreover,  the  Japanese  Government  should,  guide  the 
nation  along  the  proDer  direction,  I  firmly  believe  that  our 
national  power  will  make  long  strides.  I  am  well  aware  that 
the  distribution  of  some  materials  is  not  being  smoothly 
carried  o’  t.  However,  it  is  needless  to  say  that  the  present 
condition  cf  our  nation  is  such  that  it  has  plenty  in  reserve 
as  compared  with  the  restricting  of  consumption  that  the 
people  of  *  he  various  belligerents  Powers  in  Europe  are  being 
subjected  to,  needless  to  say  or  the  material  shortage  in' 
the  CHECKING  side. 

In  Furope,  even  the  neutral  net'ons  are  undergoing  re¬ 
striction  of  consumption  to  practically  the  same  degree  as  the 
belligerent  nations.  I  consider  it  most  regrettable,  there¬ 
fore,  to  find  some  people  making  pessimistic  utterances  by 
erroneously  attributing  the  lack  of  smoothness  in  distribu¬ 
tion  of  some  materials  to  the  decrease  of  our  national  power. 
As  such  remarks  are  liable  to  unwittingly  stimulate  the 
enemy's  fighting  morale  against  Japan,  I  think  the  people 
should  take  profound  caution  in  this  respect,.
